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FOREWARNED IS FOREARMED 


The old saying, forewarned is forearmed, need not be necessarily 
so, and in the case of smog in the San Joaquin valley, it is beginning 
to look like there is plenty of forewarning, but no forearming. 

Almost continuously through the month of December a heavy haze 
has hung over the Porterville area and has extended over a good part 
of the southern valley area. 

We refer to this phenomenon as haze, because that's what it's al- 
ways been called in these parts, but add a few uncontrolled industrial 
smokestacks, get a few more thousand cars on the highways, allow all 
kinds of smoke, dust and noxious gases to pour into the air, and the 
haze becomes the same eye-smarting, disagreeable smog that now 
plagues southern California. 

If anyone has believed that "it can't happen here," that individual 
need only consider the weather conditions of the past three weeks — 
conditions that certainly are not unusual. And all we have to do to 
develop a real smog problem is to just sit tight and let this "haze" run 
its natural course. 

It was over a year ago that a move to develop a smog-control 
program was started by directors of the Tulare County. Fruit Exchange, 
after a scientific study had shown the damage that smog can bring to 
farm crops. 

By calling the problem to attention of other farmer organiza- 
tions, and to the county board of supervisors, Exchange officials 
hoped that something could be done about smog in the San Joaquin 
valley before it became a real problem. 

But supervisors up and down the valley found a number of 
reasons why they could do nothing about smog, and farm groups 
did not put on the pressure, so litle if anything has been accom- 
plished. 

But we are forewarned; the question now is: are we smart enough 
to forearm before the problem of smog becomes acute, or are we go- 
ing to wait until farm crops are being damaged; until we're all "cry- 
ing our eyes out"; until solution of the problem will require great ex- 

. penditures of public funds? 

We suspect the latter, unless farm: groups, and other organiza- 
tions, lay it on the line at all levels of government and demand a pre- 
one smog program in this valley while there is still time for pre- 
vention.

That the Bakersfield eleven won 
the contest 36-14 was one of the 
minor importances of the day. The 
Renegades tangled with a com- 
paratively small Texas outfit and 
came out on top through the grace 
of a number of long touchdown 
runs. Although the score indi- 
cates a run away for the Califor- 
nians it does not tell the true 
story of the game. The ’Gades 
opened the game by giving the 
ball away on their own 10 yard 
line by afumble. The Texas Vik- 
ings stormed to a touchdown in 
three plays. For the rest of the 
first quarter it was a defensive 
battle with the Texas line show- 
ing tremendous determination de- 
spite being outweighed 19 pounds 
per man. Then lightning struck 
in the form of Dean Newby, Bak- 
ersfield quarterback, who fooled 
everyone in the stadium as he 
faked to his entire backfield and 
bootlegged around his own right 
end for 50 yards and a Renegade 
touchdown. That told the story 
of the rest of the afternoon. Time 
and time again the Del Mar out- 
fit played terrific defensive ball 
in stopping the Californians only 
to have the west coast eleven 
break away for long touchdown 
runs. The Kern county team 
scored three times on runs of 50 
yards or more. 

We feel the best way to explain 
a game of this kind is that it 
was a case of a rugged, but small, 
and slightly slow football team 
being unable to handle the super- 
ior speed of a bigger, but not par- 
ticularly better team. 

We enjoyed the game along 
with the other 45,999 football 
fans who were scattered through- 
out the big canyon of the Pase- 
dena Rose Bowl.

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Work Program Approved For Those OnRelief 


VISALIA, Dec. 17 — When the 
county’s emergency unemployment. 
food program goes into effect this 
winter the breadwinner in the av- 
erage family — last year it had 
five members — will have to work 
two and a half days for the food 
he receives. 

Supervisors have adopted a pay- 
ment schedule prepared by Wel- 
fare Director Hilmi Fuad for the 
repayment of food distributed un- 
der the emergency program. Last 
year recipients were paid at the 
rate of a flat 90 cents an hour to 
reimburse the county. 

The minimum period of work for 
any two-week allotment of food is 
one day which had been used as 
the base on the schedule. The one 
day of work will be required of 
families with two persons. 

The work range is up to seven 
days for those families with 15 or 
16 persons which means that it 
will take three and a half weeks 
for such a family to repay the 
county for its two-week supply of 
food. Work will be provided only 
two days a week this winter com- 
pared to three times last year. 

Supervisors have ordered that 
Fuad put the program in opera- 
tion at his own discretion. An at- 
tempt will be made to coordinate

Sometimes I’m a little surprised 
at the way the work of our in- 
terim committees seem to increase 
every December. I know that a 
number of my colleagues share 
that feeling. But this December 
seems certain to set a new record. 
Before. it ends, and the new year 
1960 is ushered in, a total of 
thirty meetings will have been 
held by our Senate and Assembly 
groups. 

Almost all of our 120 members 
will have attended at least one 
session during the month, and a 
great many of us will have attend- 
ed more than one. In addition to 


All the many topics under in- 
vestigation at these many meet- 
ings cannot even be listed here for 
lack of space. But each of them 
is of great importance to at least 
a& particular segment of our citi- 
zens, and so is of importance to 
every Californian. Among the 
basic matters well appreciated by 
us Legislators. is the fact that 
when we investigate a problem or 
legislate on it, it is advisable for 
each of us to look to the interests 
of the whole state as well as that 
of his own district. 


“TA short summary of the prob- 
lems considered by typical com- 
mittees during the month: will, 
however, give a good idea of the 
broad approach we must take to- 
wards all such matters. In addi- 
tion, it will demonstrate fully that 
what affects one element among 
us can eventually affect all to a 
greater or lesser degree. 


For instance, both the‘ Senate 
and Assembly agriculture commit- 
tees .scheduled meetings. The 
former is investigating the present 
status of the tax supported pro- 
gram to control brucellosis in cat- 
tle, a disease which can be trans- 
mitted to people.

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In the field of education, com- 
mittees from both houses are also 
working, though on _ different 
topics.

plus a couple of the bigger birds. 
If we hadn’t waited we could 
have bagged limits within half 
an hour because our partner, 
Claude Conyers is an old time 
duck hunter who knows just 
what to do and when. 

One of the reasons we waited 
out the sprig was to enjoy the 
other species working in to the 
decoys and answering to the duck 
call done by an expert. Lots of 
hunters can’t understand this 
point of view and feel there is 
only one good reason to go hunt- 
ing and that is to kill a limit of 
whatever the law allows and go 
home. For this type of hunting 
it would be much: better to pat- 
ronize a shooting perserve where 
game farm birds are released and 
shot as they fly from captivity. It 
may be a little bit more expensive 
(again it may not) but at least 
the gunner can get his killing and 
bring home the meat. 

A pair of blue-winged teal was 
shot on the west side last week 
and identified by the game war- 
den. This species is seldom found 
in California and the suggestion 
was made that perhaps the poor. 
Canadian nesting conditions caus- 
ed the birds to look for more suit- 
able areas and became interming]l- 
ed with Pacific Flyway ducks and 
accompanied them on their south- 
ward migration. 

Pine Flat reservoir has been 
providing fairly good trout fish- 
ing and quite a few really big 
bass are being taken from the 
Kings river in Kings county west 
of Lemore with one fisherman 
landing an 8%4 pounder. 

Starting March 1 it will be legal 
to fish the Kings river below Pine 
Flat for any species other than 
trout. Lots of big catfish here.

some have been placed in foster 
homes, some are in Juvenile hall. 
The problem is, according to 
Campbell, that children are com- 
ing into his office faster than 
foster homes can be found. : 

The age of these children range 
from two years to 17 years; in or- 
der to take children under 16 
years, a foster home must be li- 
censed; persons who take young- 
sters of 16 years of‘age and over 
must only prove through inter- 
view with Campbell that they will 
put the youngster into morally de- 
cent and satisfactory home sur- 
roundings. 

To cite one example, Campbell 
says that a 17-year-old boy is now 
in Juvenile hall, badly upset be- 
cause he feels that he is being 
punished without having done 
anything wrong. He is an in- 
telligent boy, Campbell says, 
whose father took off for Texas 
and whose mother is believed to 
be in Utah. There was no home 
in which to put him, so, Juvenile 
hall. 

Through various types of pub- 
lic assistance, juveniles receive 
some money — in most cases 
enough to take care of their per- 
sonal needs. 

But Campbell warns that those 
persons who are thinking in terms 
of taking an unfortunate young- 
ster as a source of free domestic 
or farm labor, or to provide a free 
baby sitter need not apply. 

“We have people come in whose 
only interest lies in these chan- 
nels,’’ Campbell says. 

“This, of course is not what we 
want. We need foster homes that 
are really homes, where normal, 
intelligent, but unfortunate young 
boys and girls, can be given a 
wholesome family life.”

but signs indicate that in the low- 
er end of Long Valley there may 
be a herd of from 300 to 400 deer. 
Because of the dry season, the 
usual concentration of deer has 
not as yet developed. 

Actually, most of the deer sited 
were in good shape, although 
some were beginning to show the 
lack of feed. Opinion was that 
certainly many 
storms force a heavy concentra- 
tion in the area. 

As to what might be done about 
the situation, it is the opinion of 
Keck, Smith and Franklin that 
there is no practical solution to 
the immediate problem, other than 
to let nature take its course. 

As for the long haul, they be- 
lieve that continued special hunts 
to keep the Monache deer herd pop- 
ulation keyed to available feed will 
result in better animals for the 
hunter and a healthy deer herd. 

There may also eventually be 
practical developments on a Uni- 
versity of California experimental 
project designed to establish for- 
age on the low-level and semi-arid 
winter deer range. 

The Tuesday trip was the fourth 
annual survey of the Long Valley 
area by representatives of the 
Southern Tulare County Sports- 
men’s association, the U.S. Forest 
service, and the state department 
of fish and game, 

The area surveyed provides win- 
ter range for deer moving out of 
the mountains east of Kern river, 
from as far north as Sequoia park. 
Some summer range for this deer 
herd is in only fair condition; if 
the present season turns out to be 
unusually dry; the troubles of this 
particular deer herd will continue 
on through the coming summer.
